ment :and City And whereas by feverall Qrdinan 
ces of Parliament, power is given'to the Commine 
for ordering the <#f1;t14 within the limits aforeſaid 
and drawing out Forces for ſerviceabroad, andtha 
many things mentioned inthe ſaid Ordinances tot 
pat: 1n execution, require tHe help and aſſiſtanced 
more perſons in the nature of Sub- Committees; ther 
upoa power is given to the ſaid Committee to make 
one or. more Sub-Commirtees within the ſaid limit 
as they ſhall think fitz; and for the better inabling th 
{ajd, Sub- Committees ſo made or to be made, topet 
forth theſervice thexein Fontained, The Lordsan( 
Commons in Parliament aſſembled. doe ordain an 
Declare; and be it Ordained and Declared ; Thi 
the laid Committee of the 24:1itia of London, (hal 
have power, and ate hereby authotized ro impol 
upon all ſuch perions as have any Stocks goingit 
Trade,withinthe limirs aforeſaid, anddoe either 
ſentthemſclves, or doe perſonally inhabire orreſle 
within the faid, limits, to finde ſuch/proporizans 
Arttties,” and pay, ſuch perſons as have beethorfixl 
bezppoinced ro bearthe ſame, as the ſaid Commit 
tee ſhallthink'fit, not exceeding three Foot ſouldies 
M is, ore perſon; And ſuch perfon'or perſonss 
hall diſ6bey the' commands and direMons of thi 
{aid Committee df the 21/;#a herein, the faid-Com 
mitree ſhall have power to impofe juch reaſonabl

fic,notexceeding the ſum of forty ſhillings for any 


one offence,and for want of payment thereof to levy 


the ſame by diſtrefſe and ſale of their Goods and 
Chattels,or otherwiſe to impriſon their perſons with- 
out baile or mainpriſe, untill ſuch time as they ſhall 
conform themſelves accordingly ; but in cafe ſuch 
perſon or perſons ſo offending doe abſent themſelves 
without the ſaid limits, where the authority of the 
laid Committee doth not extend, and not a {uſfici- 
ent value of his or their goods or chattels to be found 
within the ſaid limits, whereonto levy the ſaid Fines 
by diſtrefle as aforeſaid : That then the Commitree 
of Lords and Commons of Sequeſtrations upon 
complaint made by the Committee of the M1ltia, 
or ſuch as they ſhall appoint ( being perſons of abili- 
ty and knowntruſt) doe forthwith grant their War- 
rants for apprehending ſuch perſon or perſons where- 
{oeverthey ſhall be ; and re commit him or them to 
priſon withour baile or mainpriſe, untill he or they 
doe conform rhemſelves, or to Diſtrain his or their 


Goods, or brings them to Zoxdon, and there {ell them 


to pay the ſaid Fine or Fines: All which Fines are to 
be imployed to ſuch uſe and purpoſe for the ſatery 
and defence of the ſaid City of London, and parts ad- 
jacent, within the Lines of Communication, as the 
{aid Committee of the Militia ſhall think fit and di- 
ret: Andit is further ordained, that the ſaid Com- 
mittee for the 47/1t;a ſhall have power, and 1s here- 

authorized by themſelves, or ſuch as they ſhall 
appoint ( being perſons of ability and known truſt) 
to ſearch all Houſes and places within the limits a- 
foreſaid, where the ſaid Committee ſhall have cauſe 
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toſuſpe& that any Papiſts are, or other perſons that 
come trom any the Kings Quarters, that cannot give 
a good account of their bufineſle or abode within the 
limits aforeſaid, or that have or ſhall diſcover their 
il! affetion to the Parliament, by any offence for 
which they ought to be Sequeſtred, queſtioned, or 
puniſhed by any Ordinance of Pailiament, and like- 
wiſe to ſearch for Armes, Ammunition, and materi- 
als for War, inthe cuſtody of ſuch perſons, and to 
{cize arid rake away the ſame, and to commit ſuch 


perſons to {ate cuſtody, or to expellthemour of the - 


Liberties aforeſaid, if they ſhall ſee cauſe; and in 
cale of reliſtance,the ſaid Committee are hereby au- 


thorized tro command any Conſtable or Conſtabies 


co break open any Houle or place within the ſaid 1i- 
mits, where ſuch reſiſtance ſhall be made, in the 
preſence of any two of the [aid Committee of the 
Militia, or of two {uch as by the {aid Committee 
oithe Mzlitia (hall be appointed, being perſons of 
ability and known truſt : And be it further Ordained 
that the ſaid Sub- Committees ſo appointed, or ro be 
appointed by the ſaid Committee of the 241:t1a, ſhall 
have power, and are hereby authorized to cauſe all 
or any of the clauſes contained in this Ordinance, to 
be put 1n-due execution, when and as often as the 

thall receive direRtions from the ſaid Committee for 
the Militia; And all Conſtables, Head-burroughs, 
and other Officers and Souldiers are hereby required 
to obey and execute ſuch Warrants as they from time 


totune ſhall receive from the ſaid Committee for the ' 


Militia, or other Sub-Commirtees for and concern-

and Commons in Parliament Aſſembled, that the 
fiid Committee for the Militia of Lozdon, ſhall have 


powerto charge ſuch Inhabitants who are-conftant- 


ly dwelling within the Lines of Communication and 
Bils of Mortality, or ſuch _ ons as have any ſtocks 
goingin Trade withia the Limits aforeſaid, and ab- 
{ent themſelves,as they thall eſteem able,to finde and 
maintain Horſes, with Riders and furniture, at their 
proper charge for the Defence of the City and 
parts adjacent, ſo as no perſon ſhall be charged for 
theraiſing and maintaining of more then two Horſes, 
ro be put under ſach Officers as the ſaid Committee 
ſhall cbink fir. And it is further Ordained that ifany 
perſon or perſons ſhall be charged to finde Horſe, 
Rider, and Furniture as aforeſaid; and ſhall refuſe or 
negleR to provide the ſame within eight dayes after 


notice thereof, given to them in perſon, or left in wri-- 
tingat their dwellings, ſhall forfeit and pay twenty _ 
pound, and if they ſhall neglect orrefuleto ſend forth 


their ſaid Horſe or Horſes, with Riders provided and 
furniſhed as aforeſaid, when and as often as he or 
they ſhall be ſummoned. thereunto by the ſaid Com- 


mittee of the M/itia, or fuch Commanders or Ofh- - 


cers as they ſhall appoint, indefaulr thereof ſhall for- 
feit and pay ten ſhillings upon every ſuch failing, or 
ſuffer toure dayes impriſonment without baile or 
. mainprize, to be inflicted upon every ſuch offender, 
in-ſfuch manner and. form, and by ſuch Officers and 
perſons as are appointed for the infliting of the pe- 


nalties upon the failing (ofthe Foot Souldiers of the. 
Trained Band) expreft inan Ordinance Des oe.

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ſecond of MY 1643. Andthe (aid Fines to be im- | 
ployed by the {aid Committee of the M:{/t7a,towards 
the payment of the Commanders and Officers of the 
-{aid Horſe, and for ſuch other uſes as the ſaid Com- 
mittee ſhall finde neceſſary for the better carrying 
on of ti:< ſaid {ervice: Provided that no power here- 
by granted, nor any clauſe or thing herein contained, 
ſhall beextended againſt any Peer of this Kingdom, 
or Member ofeither of the Houſes of Parliament, or 
any ofthe Aſſiſtants of the Houſe of Peers, or Atten- 
dants of the Houſe of Peers or Commons. And as 
well the ſaid Committee as alſo their ſaid Sub-Com> 
mittees, and all other perſons ating in the premiſcs 
according tothe intent of this Ordinance, ſhall be ſ\- 
ved harmleſſe by aurhority of both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment. This Ordinance to continue for nine Moneths 

. and no longer. 
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
